LOST AsVJTH. 


WESDEii. PHILLIPS delivered his Lecture 


upon the "LosT ARTS,'- Saturdayevening, at 
Young's Hall, to a large audience. He looked 
rcmar>«bl£;wen,and his fine appearance, digni- 
fied addrew, and elegant command of language 
made his lecture exceedingly gratifying and at- 
tractive. Mr. Phillip* first delivered this lecture 
in 1843, and then again in 1848, since which ho 
hn* given it at numerous times, through various 
part* of the States. It is tho result of careful 
study and research, and a pleasing collection of 
interesting facts, though little calculated to 
draw out the oratorical powers for which Mr. 
PHILLIPS is so celebrated. 


The lecturer commenced by stating that cue 


of the most noticeable characteristics of the 
present day and generation U self conceit, or 
the posseMion of an exaggerated notion of our 
own .importance. An idea that the-mechanic 
art* and.science* were born, if thpy would not 
die, with us, and i* well illustrated by an anec- 
dote which COLKRIDGE was wont to relate of 
a German, who wa* in the habit of doffing his 
bat, with a most reverential bow, whenever he 
• poke of bimaelf. But the main point, which 
the lecturer desired to imprest upon his audi- 
tor*, wa«" that invention is not an exclusive 
characteristic of the 19tb Century. 
It ia uni 


ver«ally admitted that, iu the finer arts, we arc 
greatly inferior to the ancients, and the very 
form of praise which we bestow upon our poets 
and painter* is, of itself, sufficient proof that 
we are imitators instead of originator*. If we 
wish to offer a high term of praise to a favorite 
poet, we are not apt to say his verse is rnelodi 
oua and rytbtuical, but that it reminds us of 
HO.MKU, and tho Italians iu admiring the pro- 
duction* of POWF.KS—the greatest probable 
living sculptor—do not epeak of them as ex 
quUite or wonderful, but as resembling the ere 
ations of PHIDIAS. 
SHAKESPEARE borrowed 


the plots, in a largo number of his greatest 
playn, from antecedent authors, and BUI.WEK'S 
bent novel in founded upon facts ] ,200 years old 
and the best joke in all his writings ia na ven- 
erable as the flood. In fact, it has been said, 
that there are but 300 original novels, 200 of 
which have been borrowed from Asiatic Lo- 


>aintings, (which are, in themselves, accurate 
[ascriptions of the manners and customs of the 
>eople,) and brought the raising of colors to 
lucb perfection that but one (green) has been 
known to fade, through the long lapse of inter- 
vening ages. 


It is 300 years siuco Raphael's penoil made 


the walls and canvass glow with light and life, 
yet the Italian visitor that looks upon his crea- 
tions is struck with their freshness, and in that 
vast and solemn subterranean banquet-hall, 
which Kero built for himself, as a place of se- 
curity, the painted figures are still as life-like, 
and the hues as clear and fresh as when the 
Apostle Paul trod by them, though twice 
they have been filled v/ith dirt, which has been 
twice removed by Raphael and tho great Napo- 
leon. Pictures, too, that hung in Solomon's 
gilded temples, now preserved in the British 
Museum, have lost none of their original color 
ing or beauty, and a portrait of Cleopatra is in ^u-ii u 
preservation, taken when the royal Ccesar laid j cFark, 
the spoils of a world at her feet, and yet her Columbia, 
cheek has a rosy bloom, and her lips are red, 
and her eyes are bright.

'•Miitress of the World," and exhibiting a glass 
clip, threw it violently to the ground ; yet the 
blow only indented the glass, and the cup was 
restored to iti original ahape by the use of a 
hammer. And 100 years ago, the Arabs, in va- 
rious treatiiei which have been preserved, claim 
to pomes* the knowledge of making malleable 
glais. The first Christians who went to China, 
foil nd.glaii vase*, which, when filled with wa- 
ter, would. appear to be occupied by nsh, appa 
rently moving and iwimming,. though it was but 
an art of making the glass deceptive, — Wn.art 
which had even then become lost.. There are, 
too, at'Roine and Naples, -many specimens of 
gluts-ware which it i« impossible; at the present 
day', with all our (kill and science, to imitate. 
But the .most interesting inquiry, in connection 
wlth.thU tubjeet, is whether the telescope, 
which hat done so much to enlarge the bounds 
of science, ii a modern invention only, or a re- 
newal of an ancient discovery:" Sir WILLIAM 
DRUMMOHU contends that 'the Jews, long be- 
fore the.

cobler is anything but a Yankee discovery, for 
Greek writers state that the Persians, at the 
time of Xerxes, were in tho habit of drinking 
"through straws." 
Our locks are only im- 


provements on Egyptian plans. Guano's pro- 
ductive qualities were understood by the Peru- 
viand when the Spaniards first invaded the 
country. Gunpowder is said to have been dis- 
covered about 1350, yet a book written GOO 
years before that period tells exactly how to 
make it. 


Many oven claim that tho existence of North 


and South America was known to tho Ancients, 
and in proof of the assertion quote a remark 
made to Solon, one of the wise men of Greece, 
by »"philosopher, who said that west of the 
Happy Islands (tho Azores) were- two other 
Islands equal in extent to Asia and Africa.— 
Mesmerism is over a thousand years old, and 
Water Cure treatment, as Charles Lamb says, 
" is certainly old as the Flood," though, adda 
the same humorous author, " its first application 
killed rather more than it cured,1' to which, 
however, a hydropathist happily retorted, " it 
saved all worth saving." The secret of the 
Payne light that jcus to be discovered, .but was 
not, was known to the Egyptians. So were 
balloons as Layard has proved in his research- 
es at Nineveh. And the ancients manufactured 
much finer linen than any Nation of the present 
day. And so we might go on enumerating, 
groping in the ashes of the past. But enough 
incidents have already been cited to prove how 
little there is new under the sun, and that In- 
vention is not by any means, our distinguishing 
characteristic. It is not what we know, but tho j 
manner in which we diffuse our information,!
